GUJARAT  ACT  NO.  12  OF  1973. 

(First  published,  after  having  received  the  assort  of  the  president  in  the 

“Gwjarat  Government  Gazette”  on  the  26th  June,  1973)* 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  eviction  of  unauthorised  occupants  form  public 
premises  and  for  certain  incidental  matters* 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Twenty-third  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 

f&^fbllows:- 

1.  (I)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Gujarat  Public  Premises  (Eviction  of  Short 

Unauthorised  Occupants)  Act,  1972.  commence. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Gujarat-,

2.  In  this  Act,  Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,- 

(a)  ‘‘Competent  Officer*’  means  an  officer  appointed  as  such  by  the  State 
Government  under  Section  3; 

(i)  " corporate  authority  ” means  any  Municipal  Corporation,  Municipality, 
Panchayat  or  other  Corporation  referred  to  in  clause  (/)  of  this  section  ; 

{o)  "land”  includes  benefits  to  arise  out  of  land  and  things  attached  tu  the 
earth  or  permanently  fastened  to  the  earth  or  permanently  fastenfd  to  anything  ! 
attached  to  the  earth; 

(d)  "premises”  means  any  land  or  any  building  or  part  of  a building  and 
includes; 

(i)  the  garden,  grounds  and  outhouses,  if  any,  appertaining  to  such 
building  or  part  of  a building;  and 

(n)  any  fittings  affixed  to  such  building  or  part  of  a building  for  the 
more  beneficial  enjoyment  thereof; 

(e)  "prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act  ; 

(/ ) "public  premises”  means  any  premises  belonging  to  or  taken  on  lease 
or  requisitioned  by,  or  on  behalf  of,  the  State  Gove  rnment,  and  includes  any 
premises  belonging  to,  or  taken  on  lease  by,  or  on  behalf  of— 

(i)  any  Municipal  Corporation  constituted  under  the  Bombay  Provincial  Bom, 

Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1949  or  any  Municipality  constituted  under  theLIX'<

(A)  "unauthorised  occupation”  in  relation  to  any  public  premises,  means  the 
occupation  by  any  person  of  the  public  premises  without  authority  for  such 
occupation,  and  includes  the  continuance  in  occupation  by  any  person  of  the 
public  pre™  after  the  authority  (whether  by  way  of  grant  or  any  other  mode 
of  transfer)  under  winch  he  was  allowed  to  occupy  the  premises  has  expired  or 
Has  been  determined  for  any  reason  whatsoever.  “ 
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3.  The  State  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette, —

(c)  that  any  public  premises  are  required  for  any  other  purpose  of  the  State 
Government,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  corporate  authority  to  whom  such 
premises  belong, 

the  competent  officer  shall,  notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  other  law 
for  the  time  being  in  force  issue  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  a notice 
in  writing  calling  upon  all  persons  concerned  to  show  cause  why  an  order  of 
eviction  should  not  be  made. 

(2)  The  notice  shall— 

(а)  specify  the  grounds  on  which  the  order  of  eviction  is  proposed  to  be 
r made;  and 

(б)  require  all  persons  concerned,  that  is  to  say,  all  persons  who  are,  or 
' ' may  be,  in  occupation  of  or  claim  interest  in*  the  public  premises,  to  show 

cause,  if  any*  against  the  proposed  order  on  ot  before  such  date  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  notice,  being  a date  not  earlier  than  ten  days  from  the  date 
of  issue  thereof. 

(3)  The  competent  officer  shall  cause  the  notice  to  be  served  by  post  or  by 
jbaving  it  affixed  on  the  outer  door  or  som"  other  conspicuous  part  of  the  public 
premises,  and  in  such  other  manner  as  may  be  prescribed,  whereupon  the  notice 
shall  bo  deemed  to  have  been  duly  given  to  all  persons  concerned.

ocoupuito  fche  and  after  giving  him  a reasonable  opportunity  of  beingr  hqard,  by 

himself,  or  by  advocate,  attorney  or  pleader,  the  competent  officer  is  satisfied  .that 
any  of  the  reasons  specified  in  sub-section  (I)  of  section  4 exists,  the  competent 
officer  may  make  an  order  of  eviction,  for  reasons  to  be  recorded  therein,  directing 
that  the  public  premises  shall  be  vacated,  on  such  date  as  may  be  specified^im  the 
order,  by  all  persons  who  may  be  in  occupation  thereof  or  any;  part  thereof, 
and  cause  a copy  of  the  order  to  be  affixed  on  the  outer  door  or  some  other 
conspicuous  part  of  the  public  premises ; and  there  upon  the  order  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  duly  served  on  all  the  persons  concerned. 

(2)  If  any  person  refuses  or  fails  to  comply  with  the  order  of  eviction  within 
thirty  days  of  the  date  of  its  sendee  under  sub-section  (I),  the  competent 
officer  or  any  other  officer  duly  authorised  by  the  competent  officer  in  this 
behalf  may  evict  that  person  from,  and  take  possession  of,  the  public  premises 
and  may  for  that  purpose,  use  such  force  as  may  be  necessary; 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (2),  where  a person'  who 
has  been  ordered  to  vacate  any  public  premises  for  the  reasons  specified  in 
sub-clause  (i)  or  (tu)  of  clause  (a)  of  sub-section  (I)  of  section  4 pays  to  the 
competent  officer  the  rent  in  arrears  or  carries  out  or  otherwise  complies  with  the 
terms  contravened  by  him  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  competent  officer  as  the  case 
maybe,  within  one  month,  of  the  date  of  service  of  the  notice  or  such  longer  time 
as  the  competent  officer  may  allow,  the  competent  officer  shall;  in  lieu  of  evicting 
such  person  under  sub-section  (2),  cancel  his  order  made  under  sub-section  (2) 
and  thereupon  such  person  shall  hold  the  premises  on  the  same  terms  on  which 
he  held  them  immediately  before  such  notice  was  served  on  him.

(2)  An  employee  of  a local  authority  other  than  a corporate  authority,  who  is 
allotted  any  public  premises  may  execute  an  agreement  in  favour  of  the  State 
Government,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  corporate  authority  to  whom  such  premises 
belong,  providing  that  the  local  authority  by  or  undeT  whom  he  is  employed  shall 
be  competent  to  deduct  from  time  to  time  from  the  salary  or  wages  payable  to 
him,  such  amount  as  is  specified  in  the  agreement,  and  to  pay  the  amount  so 
deducted  to  the  competent  officer  in  satisfaction  of  any  amount  due  by  him  in 
respect  of  the  public  premises  allotted  to  him. 

16*  No  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  entertain  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  ^ 0f 
respect  of  the  eviction  of  any  person  on  the  ground  that  ho  is  in  unauthorised  Jurisdiction, 
occupation  of  any  public  premises  ot  for  any  other  reason  specified  in  sub-section 
(i)  of  section  4,  or  the  recovery  of  the  arrears  of  Tent  payable  under  sub -section 
(J)  of  section  7 or  the  damages  payable  under  sub-section  (2)  of  that  section  or 
the  costs  awarded  to  the  State  Government  or  the  Corporate  authority  under 
sub-section  (J)  of  section  9 or  any  portion  of  such  rent,  damages  or  costs.
